LAWRENCE  BROTHERS

Many  of  us  had  aentors  when  we  first  started  to  collect  coins. 
Typically,  it  was  your  parents  or  close  relative  that  helped  you  get 
started  in  the  interesting  hobby  of  coin  collecting. 

One  couple  that  I  will  never  forget  are  the  Lawrence  Brothers  of 
Anaaosa,  Iowa.  When  I  first  started  collecting  in  the  aid  50 's  the 
Lawrence  Brothers  both  were  still  bachelors  living  in  a  big  two 
story  brick  house  about  three  blocks  froa  downtown  Anaaosa. 

At  that  tiae,  they  ran  a  snail  lonthly  newspaper  called  the  COIN 
COLLECTOR  out  of  there  house.  As  I  recall,  the  year  subscription 
rate  was  $2  per  year  or  $10  for  a  life  tine  aeibership.  I  don't 
recall  if  this  was  ay  lifetiae,  since  I  was  in  ay  teens,  or  their's 
since  they  were  in  their  sixties,  but  I  bought  a  life  tile 
subscription.  It  was  a  16-24  page  paper,  issued  the  20th  of  each 
lonth,  that  quite  often  had  articles  laid  out  in  a  priiitive  manner 
on  each  page. 

I  recall  one  trip  to  their  house,  which  was  about  thirty  ailes  froa 
ly  hoae  town.  I  was  escorted  to  their  "office*,  and  set  on  the 
chair,  which  was  a  single  bed.  They  had  all  the  addresses  of  the 
newspaper,  on  address-o-graph  plates,  spread  all  over  the  room. 
They  would  be  aore  than  happy  to  pull  coins  out  of  their  china 
cabinet  or  from  under  their  mattress  and  show  them  to  you.  I  once 
recall  seeing  a  Gold  Certificate  on  sort  of  a  "Hush  basis",  since  at 
that  tiie  you  were  not  suppose  to  own  them.  I  also  recall  seeing 
soae  coiaeaorative  gold  coins  and  aany  loose  coins  in  boxes. 

As  best  I  recall,  one  of  the  brothers  got  larried  in  the  early 
sixties  when  I  was  in  college.  I  also  recall  years  later  that 
soieone  bought  the  COIN  COLLECTOR  publication  and  published  it  for  a 
liaited  tiie. 
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FROM  THE  PRESIDENT  &  EDITOR: 

It  was  a  snowy  day  last  winter  and  I  had  just  put  ly  snow  blower  through  soae  heavy 
abuse.  The  wet,  sticky  stuff  just  kept  coiing  down  but  after  a  while  I  had  cleaned 
off  the  walks  at  ny  house  and  the  shop.  I  guess  that  is  the  cost  of  living  in  Iowa. 
But,  I  do  love  this  great  state. 

The  shop's  business  was  light,  as  it  often  is  on  such  days  but  soon  the  phone  began 
to  ring.  It  was  ay  good  friend  Herb  Ruabaugh's  wife  and  as  usual  I  had  soae 
difficulty  understanding  her.  After  a  while  I  finally  realized  that  Herb  had  went  to 
the  great  convention  in  the  sky,  and  he  had  been  doing  the  saie  thing  as  so  aany 
others  of  us  that  day,  pushing  snow! 

It  strikes  hose  with  a  real  blow  to  the  the  stoaacb,  a  gut  wrencher,  you  night  call 
it.  Herb  had  called  te  a  few  weeks  before  and  had  asked  ae  to  go  with  hia  to  the 
Token  Show  in  Oiaha,  now  the  guilt  pangs  set  in,  as  I  told  hia,  I  had  hundreds  of 
things  to  do  here  at  the  shop  and  could  not  possibly  get  away. 

I  aa  reainiscencing  here,  aonths  later,  his  house  has  been  sold,  his  coins  gone,  even 
his  annual  Christias  letter  read  to  the  coin  club  for  the  last  tine.  Yet,  I  still 
aiss  hia.  His  witt,  his  huaor,  and  yes, even  his  sarcasa  I  greatly  adaired. 

I  never  ever  totally  agreed  with  Herb,  he  knew  ay  hunting  to  be  as  bad  as  I  knew  his 
saoking  was.  But,  we  were  both  a  vanishing  breed.  He  actually  collected  things, 
enjoyed  history,  loved  research,  and  loved  even  lore...  telling  people  of  the  things 
he  learned  in  his  studies.  Rarity  is  a  coaplex  factor  and  doesn't  always  syabolize 
great  value.  Quick  to  discuss  the  value  of  a  Pella  token,  even  quicker  to  pry  it  out 
of  your  fingers. 

The  openess  that  we  shared  didn't  always  lead  us  to  better  understanding.  Do  you 
know  what  I  aean?  For  exaaple,  I  told  Herb  of  this  great  place  to  find  Historical 
trade  itens  in  situ  and  the  next  thing  I  know  he  has  his  aetal  detector  and  wife 
coabing  every  inch  of  the  area.  The  understanding  was  there,  I  just  couldn't 
understand  how  after  each  rain  atom  he  would  beat  ae  to  the  sight. 

Many  hours  were  spent  visiting  with  Herb  at  his  house  and  there  were  nany  days  that  I 
was  bailed  out  f ron  Sunday  get  togethers  by  Herb's  standing  invitation  to  coae  over 
scaetiae,  an  offer  I  seldoa  refused. 

Herb,  I  will  aiss  you  and  the  Southern  Iowa  Coin  Club  will  aiss  your  witt  and  huaor.

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SILVER  PACK  SADDLE  SYCEE 
by  Owen  C.  McKee 

Silver  ingots  have  been  what  one  might  call  a 
semi-official  currency  in  China  from  the  days 
of  Emperor  Shih  Tsu  (The  Great  Khan,  Kublai) 
1280  AD. 

In  1856  the  Chinese  government  recogni2ed 
silver  sycee  as  official  currency.  This 
order  was  not  rescinded  until  1933.  During 
this  period  the  sycee  was  the  principal  form 
of  payment  in  wholesale  business  and  in 
customs  duties.  Sycee  was  used  extensively 
in  bank  clearings,  payment  of  taxes,  and  in 
salaries  for  government  and  local 
authorities.  In  November,  1935,  the  tael  was 
replaced  by  the  uniform  standard  dollar  in 
silver  and  later  by  a  gold  exchange  standard 
which  lasted  through  WW  II. 

Silver  Pack  Saddle  Sycee  are  normally  found 
in  denominations  of  four  and  five  tael 
ingots,  but  so-called  "Shoes"  of  up  to  50 
taels  are  not  rare. The  purity  of  the  silver 
was  normally  0.985  fineness 

Banks  and  large  commercial  houses  had  their 
own  furnaces  on  their  premises,  with  an 
assayer  on  the  payroll.  In  almost  all 
instances  the  Emperor's  nien-hao,  the  name  of 
the  province  where  cast,  the  cities  in  which 
the  purity  of  silver  would  be  acknowledged, 
and  sometimes  even  the  assayer 's  name  would 
be  stamped  on  the  ingots. 

Civil  disorder,  revolutions,  and  the  general 
chaotic  condition  of  the  economy  convinced 
many  wealthy  Chinese  to  convert  their 
investments  into  silver  sycee.  Thousands  of 
these  were  hidden  and  tucked  away  and  will 
continue  to  add  interest  to  the  collecting 
hobby  in  years  to  come.
